In the concluding paragraph the 
writer seems to “pass the buck” to 
the general public, by intimating that 
failure of the deaf to lip-read their 
speech, is because the speech of the 
hearing should be “clear, pleasant and 
intelligible”—so we are left to infer 
that, it is not. 

The language of communication, by 
the deaf who have been educated under 
the Combined System, is always the 
English language, sometimes by speech 
that has been conserved or taught them 
at school, and otherwise by words 
readily written on paper with pencil 
or pen. 


Is It Oral Propaganda T 


A limited understanding of the 
educative needs of the deaf leads to 
disastrous consequences, which no 
counteracting influences can complete¬ 
ly prevent. 

With presumably good intentions, 
and a friendliness that seems'sincere. 
Miss Timberlake, in the Volta Review, 
in an article entitled “Standard Means 
of Communication for the Deaf,” 
prints the subjoined paragraphs: — 

The means of communication in use among 
the deal depends to a considerable extent 
upon whether their educators permit them 
to remain mutes. Earlier generations, in the 
belief that speech was impossible for them, 
taught them to transmit ideas in signs, and 
thus developed a sort of language, crude 
and incomplete, but very useful among the 
few who understood it. 

Th is sign-language does not follow the 
order of words of any spoken language, but 
is rather a series of pictures, usually supple¬ 
mented by words spelled on the fingers. 
At one time all schools for the deaf in this 
country taught it, but now it has been 
discarded as a means of instruction, and 
many schools prohibit its use entirely for 
the reason that the use of a language of 
gestures tends, like the use of slang, to 
restriction of the vocabulary and inability 
to express ideas with discrimination. It is 
still widely used for conversation, however, 
especially among the older deaf persons, and 
before audiences so large as to render Up 
reading difficult or impossible. 

By the use of finger spelling, words in any 
language may be communicated. In this 
country, and for the most part in Canada, 
the one-hand alphabet is that most common¬ 
ly used, but in Europe a two-hand alphabet

able speed, not greatly inferior to the speed 
of average speech. In many schools for the 
deaf a few classes, made up of children who 
have not progressed satisfactorily in the use 
of speech and Up reading, are taught by 
means of finger Spelling. These children, of 
course, remain mute all their lives. 

The oral method, which uses speech and 
Up reading as the means of communication, 
is the leading method employed for the deaf 
by modem educators. Many schools de¬ 
pend upon it entirely, and all but two or 
three give it classroom preference. Modem 
opinion holds, therefore, that the standard 
meaha of communication for a deaf person 
it the language of the country in which 
he Uves. If be has been well taught from 
an eJrly age, he can probably speak it in¬ 
telligibly, and can understand those about 
him by reading their lips. Or, if he fails 
in these, he can communicate readily with 
the help ol pencil and paper. 

Contacts, not only with his relatives and 
friends, but also with employers and fellow 
workers, are thus much easier for him. He 
is not restricted to the companionship of 
those who have learned a manual alphabet 
or the sign-language.
